tusions on the right thigh. 
Winn said his sedan was traveling 
about 40 miles an hour when it skid­ 
ded from the highway which was 
wet at that point. The front wheels 
struck a gutter along the highway 
and the car turned over, landing on 
its top. None of the occupants was 
thrown out.

Mr. McConaghie, superintendent 
explained today that he is especially 
anxious to save a number of trees 
that have been hard hit by scale, 
said to be gradually killing the trees. 
A number of oak, aoli and elm trees 
are affected. 
Trees in the vicinity of the High- 
water 
Mark, Devil’s Den,

Round Top, Culp’s Hill and Spang­ 
ler’s Spring are to be saved if pos­ 
sible, Mr. McConaghie said, while a 
number of other trees, historic land­ 
marks on the battlefield since the 
battles, are to be given considerable 
attention in an effort to save them.

IT WAS a fortunate and happy day when a friend placed in my hands 
a little green book, called ' Success," by one R. B, Cunningham e- 
G raham . It was published over thirty years ago in England and is today 
a very rare book to find. 
I keep it close to my stand where I read and 
write—beside my other favorites. 
So fascinating did I find this w riter th a t for years I have sought 
out his other books—some 30 in all. And yet, excepting among those who 
are forever searching out the unusual and beautiful, this writer has re­ 
m ained very little known, especially in America. 
C unningham e-G raham is a Scotchm an born—but. in a sense, a world 
citizen, for he has traveled the earth and w ritten absorbingly of South 
America, Mexico, Texas, Africa, England—and from them all he has culled 
such .sketches of beauty as will forever rem ain the glorious heritage of 
all those who see and understand. 
He has enriched all literature, almost 
standing alone because of his uniqueness. 
W H. Hudson called him one 
ol "the most singular of English writers,” and Conrad loved and admired 
him. Edward G arnett says of him th a t: 
“A more gallant spirit, one of 
higher courage th an Cunningham e-G raham , has not fought in the public 
arena in my day."

It is a m asterpiece of writing, which I hope*

American farm families.”

Washington, 
April 4.—With its 
membership cowed by mysterious 
warnings that pending publication 
of highly sensational and unauthor­ 
ized diplomatic exchanges threaten­ 
ed to involve the United States in 
war, the house Monday afternoon 
rushed through a bill designed to 
prevent that contingency and then 
awoke to a realization that it had 
passed a bill which would impose 
federal censorship upon news relat­ 
ing to the government. 
Thereupon there was a chorus of 
denials that any press censorship 
was intended and promises that the 
measure would be revised in the 
senate to eliminate anything of that 
nature. 
The bill was pushed through tho 
house under a motion to suspend 
the rules and was passed by the 
overwhelming vote of 300 to 29, after 
members of the judiciary committee 
gave assurances it was designed to 
combat an emergency of such deli­ 
cate nature it could not be explained 
to congress. 
In form the bill is an expansion 
of existing statues prohibiting the 
destruction or mutilation of official 
records by government employes or 
officials. It 
adds 
a 
prohibition 
against publication of any such 
record or document “for any pur­ 
pose prejudicial to the safety or in­ 
terest of the United States.

photographer. 
Reach Altitude Of 35,000 Feel 
The 
photographer succeeded in 
taking a number of pictures, which, 
it was hoped, vould provide an au­ 
thentic record of the conquest of 
the 29,141-foot 
mountain on 
the 
sides of which numerous men have 
perished attempting 
by old-fash- 
icned methods to gain the honor of 
being the firs: to reach the top. 
The tw'o airplanes flew to an al­ 
titude of 35,000 
feet 
(about 6.6 
miles! in ninety minutes. At 
the 
peak they found a wind velocity cf 
sixty miles an hour. 
Lieutenant McIntyre apparently 
suffered considerably from the fio,-.t 
but Lord. Clydesdale 
was fit and 
cheerful when he landed after the 
momentous journey. 
Exhaustive Preparations Made 
Although exhaustive preparations 
had been made for the flight 'Aer 
Everest, the actual carrying out of 
the feat was in a measure acciden­ 
tal. When the two ships went up 
the purpose of the flyers was only 
to make a test. But they found 
conditions so ideal that they turned 
the test into the real business. 
The ships took off Monday m orn­ 
ing as soon as the flyers learned 
that the wind In tile upper a t­ 
mosphere had lost considerable of 
its velocity. This was determined 
by sending up a weather balloon 


which reached an altitude of 33,000 
feet, where it recorded a velocity 
of sixty-nine miles. * 
When this data had been obtain­ 
ed the flyers left Purnea, which is 
about 160 miles from Mount Ever­ 
est, and went to Lalbalu, seven 
miles to the north, where 
their 
planes were waiting for them, load­ 
ed with full equipment necessary for 
a flight into the thin air thousands 
of feet above the surface of the 
earth.

Lord 
Clydesdale

were the first to leave the field, tak­ 
ing off at 8; 15 a. rn. A minute late 
McIntyre followed them. A reserve 
pilot, Flying Officer R. C. W. Edi­ 
son, want along to escort them to 
the foothills of the Everest grout), 
flying in a small ship. 
The flight over the tallest peak 
in the world required three ard a 
half hours. Lord Clydesdale’s plane 
was the first to reappear, followed 
in a few moments by the ship con­ 
taining McIntyre and the photog­ 
rapher.
